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1 . Claims 1 through 3, 5 and 6 are pending. Claims 1 through 3, 5 and 6 have been 
amended. Claim 4 has been canceled. Applicants' claim to foreign priority from 
application JAPAN 2004-082144 filed March 22, 2004 is acknowledged. Applicant's 
amendments, arguments, and Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1 .132 filed March 10, 2008 
have been entered and carefully considered.

Reasons for Allowance 

3. With regard to the prior rejection of claims 1 and 5 under the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112, Applicants have amended claim 1 to require the use of hydrogen peroxide, 
and Applicants have offered a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1 .132 outlining the 
experimental results for the use of the invention in solvents other than tert-butyl alcohol. 
As amended claim 1 is enabled for reaction using hydrogen peroxide, and as 
demonstrated by declaration, the invention is enabled for the use of alternative alcohols 
to that of tert-butanol. Therefore, the rejection of claims 1 and 5 as lacking enablement 
is hereby withdrawn. 

4. The amendments to claims 1 , 2, 3, 5, and 6 introduce no new matter and are 
supported by the specification. The claimed invention is neither anticipated, nor obvious 

over, the prior art.
